HOOSIER TETEBANS. 


They Meet at Indianapolis to Push Their 
Claims for a General li'ension 
Law. 


INDIANAFOiiis, 
Ind., Feb. 22.—Be- 
tween three and four hundred old sol- 
diers attended the annual meeting of the 
Indiana Universal Pension association 
yesterday, the main purpose of which 
is to secure the passage of a bill grant- 
ing a pension of not less than 88 a 
month to every honorably discharged 
union soldier, and more to those who 
were disabled in the service. 
A plan 
was formulated for organizing the var- 
ious counties in the state, and for rais- 
inp means to push forward the work. 


A national committee was ^called for 
about the middle of May. 
Resolutions 
were adopted indorsing the bills intro- 
duced by Congressman Hovey. 
One 
provides for the general pensions and 
the other for the payment to every hon- 
orably discharged union soldier 40 p6r 
cent, of the total amount he received in 
the service, on account of tl e deprecia- 
tion of the currency. 
A long letter out- 
lining his plans from General Hovey was 
read. 
It was determined to present res- 
olutions to the state conventien of each 
party asking indorsement of the associ- 
ation's request. 
For this purpose a 
committee of 
fifteen 
was appointed, 
with one member from each congres- 
sional district. 
OflBcers were elected for 
next year as follows: President, Gill R. 
Stormont, Princeton; secretary, C. A. 
Powers, Terre Haute; treasurer, M. C. 
Rankin, Terre Haute. 


WM. B. TASCOTT. 


The Supposed Snell Morderer's Career 
at L00Ì8VÌII0, Ey. 


LomsviiiLE, Feb. 22.—Wm. B. Tas- 
cott, who is suspected of the Snell mur- 
der in Chicago, was formerly a resident 
of this city, and boarded with an uncle, 
who is connected with the Peaalee- 
Gaulbert company. 
He was at one time 
employed by the Sonthern News com- 
pany, and ran between this city and 
Chicago. 
William Hess had charge of 
the route at that time, and yesterday 
morning said Tascott was the brightest 
and best news boy on the line, and made 
more money for the company thau any 
of th' others. 
He states also that Tas- 
cott was very honest in his dealings and 
gave no evidence of being a criminal. 
He left the company of his own accord, 
and went to Florida, where he procured 
a position as station agent.

An Old Soldier is Dismissed From the 
Government Servlee, 
But is 
Again Reinstated. 


WASHTNQTON, Feb. 22.—Yesterday af- 
ternoon at 1 o'clock, John B. Lynch, a 
watchman in the money order. building 
of the postofilce department, received 
notification of his dismieeal. 
He went 
home, got his records and discharge pa- 
pers as a private soldier, and carried 
them to Mr. Enright, the superinten- 
dent of building records, and showed 
that be had served throughont the civij 
war with distinction. 
He had been, 
wounded at Antietam and being disabled 
for field duty, had been appointed or- 
derly to Secretary Stanton. 


After the battle of the Wilderness, 
when Grant had not been heard from 
for seven days. Lynch was instructed 
by President Lincoln with the danger- 
ous task of conveying dispatches to 
Grant. 
Lynch guccee led in his mis- 
sion and brought back Grant's ^swer, 
which contained the famous sentence: 
"I will fight it ont on this line if it takes 
all summer." 


On learning these facts, Mr Enright 
promptly reinstated Lynch within an 
hour of the receipt of his notification of 
dismissal.

His Condition 
Unchanged—Dynamite 
in Ireiand-Balgarlan Troubles. 


SAN REMO, Feb. 22.—There has been 
no great improvement in the condition 
of the crown prince, but it is maintained 
that his symptoms arc 
encouraging.

prince has not gained in strength, al- 
though he experienced relief from the 
dissolving of the mucous swelling on the 
right side of the larynx. 


DUBLIN, Feb. 2 2 . — A man has been 
arrested at Coleraine, county London- 
derry, who had a quantity of dynamite 
in his possession. 
He declares he in- 
tended to use the explosives for quarry- 
ing purposes, but the police believe they 
have caught a conspirator and that his 
arrest will lead to important disclosures. 


LONDON, Feb. 2 2 . — I t is stated that 
Austria agrees with Russia in holding 
that Prince Ferdinand's presence in 
Bulgaria is illegal, but recognizes his 
election to the throne as legal. 
Italy is 
said to have declared that she will co- 
operate with England and Austria in any 
action they may take in regard to Bul- 
garia.

A Vessel Tomes Along in Time to Save a 
Crew from Watery Graves. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.—The British 


bark Crown Jewel, from Oran, Africa, 
for Philadelphia, landed at the Delaware 
breakwater yeterday the master and 
crew of the schooner Edward G. Tau- 
lane, of Somers Points, N. J., which was 
abandoned waterlogged on February 17, 
in lat. 85.18, long 73.10. The Taulane 
sailed from the Satilla river, Georgia, on 
Febauary 8 for New York, with a cargo 
of lumber consigned to the Hilton Lum- 
ber company. 


On the morning of the 13th inst. she 
sprang a leak and til hands were kept 
at the pumps. 
The same day the mast 
went overboard, together with the deck 
load. 
The stores and cooking utensils 
met the same fate, and on Sunday the 
Crown Prince came in sight and rescued 
all hands. Capt. J. J. Barrot, the master 
of the Taulane, was former master of 
the ill fated 
schooner 
Twenty-one 
Friends. 
The Taulane was worth $25,- 
000, and the cargo, $6,000. 
She was 
built in 1885, at Mays Landing, 
New 
Jersey. 


CABBIE TIETZ'S FATAL FALL.

Becoming frightened they fled to Can- 
ton last week, where they were arrested 
by Officer Stacy on Monday and brought 
here.

Friday of every week is known as diplo- 
matic day, and the secretary is to be seen 
by no one except the representatives of 
foreign powers in this city. As they call 
at the department they are shown into the 
reception room, kept for that purpose, and 
the secretary receives them one by one in 
the diplomatic chamber, a large and ele- 
gant apartment, much superior to any in 
the White House, and only surpassed by 
the marble room of the senate. It is sixty 
feet long and twenty feet wide, and was 
furnished with rich hangings and tapestry 
by the wife of Hamilton Fish, when he 
was secretary of state.

A Good Cement. 


Very often a form of cement is re- 
quired around shops and mills for fill- 
ing cracks in stone or brick work. N e w 
factories, 
especially, 
often 
develop 
awkward cracks between the window 
frames and the brick walls, and during 
the cold months the air entering here 
will largely reduce the coal pile. 


Procure a lot of paint, old paint if 
¡possible, from a dealer, the skins form- 
ing on top of the paints, settlings from 
the bottom of paint pots, and, in fact, 
any refuse which contains oil, zinc, or 
other mineral body may be used for the 
purpose. 


Keduce this mass, especially if hard- 
ened from continued standing 
exposed 
to air, to the consistency of cream b y 
soaking in some cheap oil. 
Heating may 
be restored to if the hard paints cannot 
otherwise be softened. 


When the whole has become 
soft 
enough to be stirred into a homogene- 
ous mass, more oil may be added and the 
whole worked through a sieve and then 
run through an ordinary paint milL 


A quantity of common whiting is next 
to be worked into the oil and paint, 
much in the way as when ordinary pntty 
is to be made. 
T h e thickness of this 
puttv, as we may now call it, should 
not be as dense 'ab when tised for glaz- 
ing. 


When the whiting has been thoroughly 
mixed in and the mass well worked 
over, add a quantity of good 
Portland 
cement sufficient to bring the putty to a 
consistency which will enable it to be 
handled readily. 


When is^ this state, the putty may b e 
worked into cracks in bnck or stone 
work much as ordinary putty is used 
when allowed to sit and harden, and it 
will become nearly as hard as iron, im- 
pervious to moisture and any reason- 
able degree of h e a t . — A m e r i c a n CtU

A SENTINEIJ reporter met the distin- 
fguished orator at the depot as he was 
about to take the train for home and in a 
few moments conversation with him 
managed to draw the general out a little 
on politics.

"I think," replied he, "that he meant 
just what he said. Blaine will not be a 
oandictate for the presidency and his 
name will not at any time be sprung 
upon the convention.

ment. 


Article 7 says any disagreement of thn 


commissioners shall he iWerreit to an 
umpire selected by the United State* 
and Great Britain, and his decision shall 
be final.

entering the harbors referred to In this 
treaty, shall conform to the harbor regu- 
lations common to them. 
They need

duet of the fishermen of Canada and 
New Fonndland) like products of thn 
United Stales shall bo admitted free of 
duty ia'o Canada and New FonndlanrT. 
In addition, while duties arc not im- 
posed by the United States on such ar- 
ticles, certain specifier! privileges shall 
be aooordod to the United States. 


Article 16 relates to the ratification of 


the treaty. 


A protocol regulating the fisheries un- 


til the adoption of the treaty has been 
agreed upon by the commissioners who 
framed the treaty.

A Bood Cement. 


Very often a form of cement is re- 


quired around shops and mills for fitt- 
ing craoks in stone or brick work. K*v 
factories, especially, 
often develop 


awkward cracks between the winnow 
frames and the briok walls, and during 
the cold mouths the air entering ban 
will largely reduce the coal pile. 


Procure a lot of paint, old paint It 


possible, from a dealer, the skins form- 
ing on top of the paints, settlings from 
the bottom of paint pota, aud, in tact, 
any refuse which contains oil, zinc, or 
other mineral body may be used for thai 


Reduce this mass, especially if hard- 


ened from continued standing .expo**! 
to air, to the consistency of or*am by 
•oakinit in some cheap oU. Heating may 
be restored to if the hard painta cannot 
otherwise be softened. 


When the whole has become soft 


enough to be stirred into a homogene- 
ous mass, moreoilmayboaddedand th* 
whole worked through a sieve and then 
run through an ordinary paint mill. 


A quantity of common whiting is next 


to be worked .into the oil and paint, 
much in the way as when ordinary pnt^r 
is to be made. The thickness of this 
puttv, as we may now call it, should 
not be as dense as when used for glaz- 
inprWhen the whiting has been thoroughly 
mixed in and tho mass well worked 
over, add a quantity of good Portland 
cement sufficient to bring the putty to a 
consistency which will enable it to be 
handled readily. 
When ie this state, the putty maybe 


worked into cracks in bnok or stone 
work much aa ordinary putty ia need 
when allowed to sit and harden, and it 
will become nearly as hard aa iron, im- 
porvious to moisture and any reason- 
able degree of heat.—American Cut
